GENERAL  REPORT’ FOR  i  945 


The  Annual  Report  for  -1945  is  much  fuller  in  detail 
than  was  permitted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  the  ¥ar 
years.  It  was  important  then  not  to  divulge  information 
regarding  population,  movements  of  people,  vital  statistios, 
and  housing,  etc.  which  might  be  useful  to  the  enemy. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  population  of  the  district 
is  now  ^9>760.  This  shows  a  steady  increase  from  year  'to 
year,  although  during  the  peak  years  of  the  V/ar,  it  was  even 
greater  owing  to  influx  of  factory  and  munition  workers. 

Now  the  distribution  of  people  is  more  normal. 

The  vital  statistics  of  Births  and  Heaths  are 
satisfactory.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the 
Birth  Rate  and  it  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  for 
the  country  as  a  whole.  The  Death  Rate,  too,  is  below  the 
average.  In  spite  of  ¥ar  conditions,  and  the  deprivation 
of  many  things  formerly  considered  essential,  the  health  of 
the  District  has  been  remarkably  good,  and  we  have  been 
fortunate  in  not  having  had  any  large  epidemic  of  Influenza 
or  any  other  dangerous  infectious  disease-. 

We  are  becoming  a  nation  of  older  people,  due  mainly  f 
to  the  casualties  of  two  World  Wars,  and  the  mortality  tables 
naturally  show  a  higher  proportion  of  deaths  in  the  advanced 
age  periods.  This  longevity  is  partly  due  to  a  determined 
mental  grit  and  endurance,  of  which  the  old  people  set  a  good 
example,  in  spite  of  the  lack  of  many  of  the  comforts,  such  as 
milk,  etC‘.-,  which  are  essential  for  old-age. 

The  younger  generation  are  showing  up  well,  due  to 
the  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  and  the  abundant  and 
satisfactory  school  meals.  It  is  unusual  now  to  find  sickly 
or  undernourished  children  in  the  schools  or  streets. 

All  this  fitness  is  in  spite  of  overcrowded  and  great  shortage 
of  houses,  which  is  universal,  and  which  all  Local  Authorities 
are  steadily  trying  to  cope  with. 

As  regards  Infectious  Diseases,  i  945  was  a  good  year. 
There  were  minor  epidemics  of  children’s  diseases,  such  as 
measles,  whooping  cough,  chickenpox  and  mumps,  but  all  were 
more  or  less  of  a  mild  type,  with  few  complications. 


Ir'iniunlsation  against  Diphtheria  throughout 
the  District  has  practically  wiped  out  the  most  dangeroua 
disease  of  children#  In  former  years  we  had  many  tn/ 
cases  and  a  number  of  deaths#  About  75  -  80^  of  all 
children  are  now  immunised# 

No  cases  of  smallpox  developed  in  the  District, 
although  there  were  many  contacts  from  roturnihg  service 
and  other  people  who  had  contracted  it  abroad# 

Several  cases  of  dysentery  occurred  among  G-eriaan 
l^risoners  of  ¥ar  who  v/ere  encamped  at  i^empton  Park. 

These  v/ere  properly  and  efficiently  dealt  v/ith  by  their 
own  Medical  Officers  and  Staff,  and  no  infection  spread 
to  any  of  our  civilian  population#  The  Camp  was  visited 
and  kept  under  constant  observation# 

No  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  which  might  have  been 
expected,  occurred# 

The  chief  and  most  urgent  necessity  for  the 
Districii,  as  in  all  others,  is  more,  and  better^  housing 
for  the  population,  and  this  the  Council  is  doing  its 
best  to  supply# 

I  wish,  in  conclusion,  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Staff  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  especially  to 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  very  efficient  manner  in 
which  Mrs#  Lukyn  keeps  careful  records  of  all  matters  dealt 
with  in  this  Department,  and  for  her  invaluable  assistance 
in  preparing  this  report#  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  Moore,  and  all  officials  in  other  departments 
for  their  help  and  assistance,  and  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council#
